The object of the disarmament 
conference,” he said, “is to bring 
about the maximum of positive dis- 
armament that can be agreed on— 
mot to authorize in the name of 
equality increased armed strength. 

“Furthermore, the full realiza- 
tion in practice of the principle of 
‘equality cannot be achieved all 
once.“ 

In expanding his views, Sir John 
hed asserted that the essential task 
of the conference was to get Ger- 
many to rejoin it, and that pri- 
ciples advanced: to satisfy her 
claim cf equality should apply like- 
wise to the armaments of Austria, 
Hungary and Bulgaria. 

“If equality of status is to be 
conceded,” the British delegate 
said, “the rinciple of qualitative 
equality must be acknowledged.” 

Enunciating Great Britain's 
general plan for qualitative dis- 
armament, Sir John proposed the 
often-repeated British point that 
capital ships be reduced in size 
and cruisers limited to 7000 tons. 

He proposed that submarines be 
abolished and that tanks should be 
limited to a size which prevents 
their offensive use in battle. It 
was proposed that heavy mobile 
land guns be limited to.105 milli- 
meters, whitch is the limit placed 
on Germany under the Versailles 
treaty. : 

Plan for Air Armaments. 

As for air armaments, Sir John 
said: “We propose the entire aboli- 
tion by international: agreement of | 
military and naval] machines and of 
bombing (apart from the use of 
such machines as are necessary for 
police purposes in outlying places) 
combined with effective interna- 
tional control of civil aviation. 

“Immediate reduction of air 
forces is also proposed, leading the | 
Powers to the level of those of 
Great Britain, then a one-third cut 
allround of the air forces of the 
world thus reduced, Great Britain's 
included; and the limitation of the 
unladen weight of military aircraft. 

“Regarding effettives, we pro- 
pose the admission in principle of 
Germany's claim to equality of 
treatment and the freedom to re- 
adjust her fighting forces should 
be governed by the condition that 
adjustment is carried out in such 
a way as not to conflict with the 
principles of limitation and reduc- 
tion of armaments.” 

If Germany should be released 
from her 12-year military service 
rule by reducing the term from 12 
to six years, the British held, her 
troops must be reduced from 160,- 
000 to 60,000. “Reorganization of 
Germany's forces,” the British pro- 
posal went bn, must not involve 
an increase in Germany's powers 
of military aggression.”

In conceding Germany's right 
to the same kinds of armament as 
others, Sir John said he was speak- 
ing of kinds of arms and not 
amounts, for “this latter question 
must be separately and subse- 
quently treated.” 

He then pr ed to link his 
suggestion with general arms re- 
duction proposals which in the 
main were like those Great Britain 
already had advanced. 

American official quarters gave 
the opinion that the British pro- 
posals ought to be sufficient to 
prepare the way for Germany's re- 
turn to the conference. 

Norman Davis, representative of 
the United States, recalled the long 
months of the disarmament confer- 
ence and its scanty results. He 
said the delegates were in Geneva 
to reduce armaments, not merely

Judge Nortoni ordered cancella- 
tion of a contract between Asso- 
ciated Motor Terminals and St. 
Louis National Garages, Inc., giv- 
ing the latter, a subsidiary of a 
Detroit concern, management of 
the garages. The contract, dated 
March 1, 1931, was declared void. 

Cancellation of 25,000 shares of 
Associated Motor Terminals no 
par-value common stock issued to 
St. Louis National Garages also was 
ordered. Judge Nortoni- ruled that 
this stock was not part of the ter- 
minals company's. capital. 

Directors Ousted. 

E. M. Grossman, lawyer, who 
succeeded King as president of the 
terminals concern; ‘E. H. Bunnell, 
I. T. Vierheller, P. K. Morgen- 
thaler, H. B. Peabody, Clarence 
Leete and J. B. O'Neill were or- 
dered removed as directérs of the 


company. The Court directed that 


they and St. Louis National Ga- 
rages should account to Associated 
Motor Terminals for excess money. 


fees and salaries paid them, if any. 


William H. Allen, a former Appel- 
late Judge, was appointed referee 
of the accounting. 

Judge Nortoni found in favor of 
King and against all the defend- 
ants except T. H. Ward. The di- 
rectors and St. Louis National Ga- 
rages’ were defendants. A meet«- 
ing of Associated Motor Terminals 
stockholders is to be held on Jan. 
17, under direction of the recefv- 
ers, to pick new directors under 
the Court’s decree. 

The original receivership suit 
was filed in March, 1931, by Jo- 
seph and Loretto Gahn, owners of 
$2000 of the stock, but settlement 
was made with them and the case 
was heard last April on the inter- 
vening petition of King and Wil- 
liam — 1 & Associates. 

Four Garages Involved.

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler 
Would Stop Aid to Those 
Who Suffered No Injury 
or Disease in War. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17. — Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University, addressing 
members of the National Economy 
League last night, called for elimi- 
nation of spécial, or group interest 
appropriations ang the $450, 000,- 
000 annual payment te veterans} 
who suffered no injury and con- 


tracted no disease while in military 
service as the first step in reduc- 


“The budget must be balanced,” 
he said, “and the return of pros- 
perity is to be hastened by taking 
the hand of government off the 
taxpayers’ throat and by greatly 
reducing expenditures for purposes 
that have been forced into the 
budget by the organized efforts of 
special groups of the population.“ 

Greatest Scandal.“ 
He declared payments to veter- 
ans of past wars and their rela- 
tives constituted the greatest 
scandal in our History.“ 

There is no question of the na- 
tion’s obligation and desire to care 


for veterans disabled in military |’ 


service and for the families of those 
killed,” he explained, but to go 
beyond that and to say that a man 
who has deen nomimally in mili- 
tary service is still to become a di- 
rect charge on the public trea- 
sury, is something which ought to 
affront the pride of every veteran 
who fought for his country out of 
patriotism.” 


Dr. Butler was the 
speaker at a meeting called to open 
a nation-wide campaign for $300,- 
000 to .finance the Economy 
League’s campaign against govern- 
mental extravegance. 

‘Declaring “basic principles are 
at stake and not mere figures,” 
he said 

We are face to face with the 
protection and pfeservation of our 
own form of government, or with 
its transformation into something 
which those whom we revere as its 
builders would not be able to rec- 
ognize.” 

“Reckless Public Borrowing.”

NO EMPLOYMENT RELIEF 
IN AIMLESS FARM MOVEMENT 


Land. Use Committees Warn 
Against Wholesale Migration 
Back to Farms. 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 17. — 
Whotesale and “unguided” back to 
the land movements are described 
by two national land use commit- 
tees as “the poorest possible solu- 
tion of the patente semanas prob- 
lem.“ 

At another meeting changes in 
the Agricultural Marketing Act rec- 
jommended jointly by the Farm 
Board and farmers’ organizations, 
were proposed in a committee re- 
port to the Association of Land 
Grant Colleges. 

A statement issued by the Na- 
and Legislative 
Committee on land use and the na- 
tional land use planning commit- 
tee said, “The chief opportunity 
for any large number of the indus- 
trial unemployed on the land lies 
in the provision for growing some 
of their own food supplies. 
Observing that remaining public 
lands in the West offer little op- 
portunity for farming, the -state- 
ment said “that - development of 
colonies on new lands has fre- 
quently been a failure” and is al- 
ways hazardous.” a 
The report to the land grant col- 


lege representatives said collective 
action among farmers is more 
widespread than ever, but that to 
attain its maximum effectiveness it 
must embrace a much larger pro- 
portion of the farmers and a wider 
range of their activities, 

“In view of the desirability of 
amending thé Agricultura] Market- 
ing Act,” said the committee, hesd- 
ed by Dean Thomas Cooper of the 
Kentucky University College of 
Agriculture, “it would be helpful 
if, as a result of the facts it has 
accumulated and the experiences it 
has had in the administration of 
the various sections of the act, the 
Farm Board in co-operation with 
farmers’ organizations would indi- 
cate the amendments that are de- 
sirable.”

Such things as butter, meat, fish 
and sugar are rare deliciacies in

aud between two and three kilos 


ot meat a month in his ration al- 


lowance. But even this meager 
quantity sometimes is not to be had 
at the-Government co-operative 
stores, where food supplies are dis- 
tributed at low fixed prices. 


One Square Meal a Day. 

The average citizen consequently 
must go to a private market where 
peasants are permitted to sell their 
surpluses at any price tney can 
command. Here the prices usually 
are so high that his wages will not 
permit him to buy as much as he 
would like and in some cases as 
much as he needs. It is not un- 
usual to see many persons trading 
bread in the private markets for 
farm produce. 

One factor which many critics of 
the present state of affairs overlook 
is that the majority of the workers 
in large industries and plants now 
receive at least what would be 
called here one square meal daily 


Im regularly established kitchens 


attached to their factories. 

Virtually every factory, office 
and institution of any size has its 
own arrangement for feeding its 
employes. This system is spreading 
rapidly under the Government's 
policy of gradually abolishing the 
home as the unit of family life. 

It is estimated that 15,000,000 
persons, almost one-tenth of the 
population, will be receiving their 
meals by the end of 1932 by what 
is known here as the mass feed- 
ing” route. 


Those Who Suffer Most. 

Since the so-called factory kitch- 
ens, which not only serve meals 
on the spot, but also prepare t 
to be taken home by the worke 
get the first call on most food 
products, the manual worker on 
the whole is better off than he 
might be if he had to depend alto- 
gether on the co-operative stores. 

Those employed in small enter- 
prices and in the lesser public of- 
fices, who have not yet been ac- 
corded mass feeding facilities, and 
the non-workers and disfranchised 
ho find it hard going under the 
best of conditions—bear the brunt 
of the present food shortage. 

In conformity with the Soviet 
policy of paying particular atten- 
tion to the welfare of the younger 
generations, children enjoy privi- 
leged status in the matter of food 
rations. . 

Ruble Buys Less. 

Hand in hand with the shortage 
has been a gradual but increasing- 
ly sharp decline in the purchasing 
power of the ruble, which works 
an additional hardship on a large 
part of the people. The paper 
ruble today is valued at about 25 
to one gold ruble in terms of buy- 
ing value. 

With the steady flow of currency 
teward the villages, and with little 
returning because of the shortage 
of manufactured articles to balance 
that flow,’ the monetary circulation 
nas been destroyed. ‘The effects 
are felt by the people in constantly 
rising prices. Financial stringency

on For Taxing the Machine. 
Tor le Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OW that the election is over, let us 
hope that the candidates we elected 
knew whereof they spoke when they 
promised us improved conditions. 

The writer has read quite a little of 
the stuff written by economists and oth- 
ers as to the cause of the depression. 
Sifted down—aside from the after-ef- 
fects of the war—the cause seems to be 
principallv maldistribution of wealth, 
brought about by the displacement of 
manual labor by the machine. 
nile much has deen said of the 
faults that exist, little has been said, in 
thé way of anything new, as a remedy, 
except the shortening of the working day 
or the working week and a few other 
minor changes. 

We are going to have more and better 
machines and properly so. We are not 
going back to hand labor. Therefore— 
very briefly—it is suggested here that a 
plan be devised and a law enacted where- 
y..industry pay a royalty to the Gov- 
rnment of (let us say) one-half the 
money saved in payroll charges, on 4 
monthly or other basis, for each machine 
(as of a certain date), the amounts to be 
ascertained from the production records 
ef each company. Not enough tax to kill 
incentive for mechanical progress, but 
enough te restore a goodiy portion of 
the purchasing power to the consumer. 

Should this create a surplus in the 
Treasury, it could be put to use in other 
directions for constructive purposes to 
create additional work and in that way 
eventually get back to the people. 

This method would lower taxes and 
balance the budget. The operation of 
the plan itself would provide some new 
direct employment for personnel to han- 
die it.

THE WONDER OF THE AIR. 

That extraordinary airship, the Graf Zeppelin, is 
no longer a front-page sensation; it is merely shut- 
tling back and forth across the Atlantic. in regular 
service, with the monotonous regularity of a ferry 
boat. Already this year it has completed nine round 
trips between Friedrichshafen and South American 
ports. Altogether, it has crossed the Atlantic 29 
times, circumnavigated the globe and pushed its 
silver nose into the Arctic. In all this time, it has 
never had a serious accident, a testimonial. not only 
to its fabricators, but to the skill of its skipper, Dr. 
Eckener. 

What was a few years ago an almost incomparable 
adventure—crossing the Atlantic by air—is, for the 
Graf Zeppelin, at least, just another trip. Perhaps it 
is just such uneventfulness that will do more for air 
travel than anything else. Our own municipal air- 
port is rapidly assuming the same general character 
as a railroad station, with planes arriving and de- 
parting on regular schedules and a business-like load- 
ing and unloading of passengers and luggage. So 
does progress creep upon us. 
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A LESSON IN POSTAL RAT Es. 

Much debate will ensue in Congress next month 
over proposals to bolster falling Federal revenues: by 
increasing the tax in this field and placing a new tax 
on that item. In one category, however, will be present- 
ed the paradoxical prospect of obtaining more revenue

With the certainty that the new revenue measures 
will fall far short of balancing the budget, it is now 
rumored in Washington that the Treasury will rec- 
ommend a sales, tax to the short session. In full rec- 
ognition of the Treasury’s plight, we denounce the 
sales tax because it would operate as a further ob- 
stacle to business recovery and because it would ex- 
tend further taxation to masses of people already 
living below the poverty line. , 

If we are not mistaken, this view is shared by the 
President-elect. In his July 30 speech, supporting 
the Democratic plank favoring taxes “levied on the 
principle of ability to pay,” he said this was “a dec- 
laration in favor of graduated income, inheritance 
and profits taxes, and against taxes on food and cloth- 
ing, whose burden is actually shifted to the consum- 
ers of these necessities of life on a per capita basis 
rather than on a basis of the relative size of person- 
al incomes.” The sales tax comes within that cate- 
gory. 

It is Hitting below the belt for enemies of the in- 
come tax, who hope to shift some of the burdens of 
that tax to the people at large, to seize upon a time 
like this to put over their scheme. But unless we 
greatly mistake the temper of Congress, they will not 
succeed. The income tax is the most just of all taxes 
because it is based upon ability to pay. No sounder 
principle of taxation has ever been devised. If it is 
not as productive at the present time as it once was, 
we have only to wait for improvement of conditions 
to find it again pouring a golden stream into the 
Treasury. 

In the meantime, the greatest untapped source of 
revenue in the country awaits the bung starter. We 
refer to liquor. The short session of Congress can 
pass not only a beer bill, but it can pass a resolution 
for the repeal of the eighteenth amendment. It the 
latter is done, it will be possible within the next year 
to legalize liquor of all kinds, and to divert to the 
Treasury in taxes a sum estimated as in excess of a 
billion dollars a year. 

With that budget-balancer in prospect, talk of a 
sales tax, with its crippling effect on business and its 
unjust exactions on the poor, is out of order. 
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THE LAST NEW FEDERAL PRISON? 

The new Federal prison at Lewisburg, Pa., recent- 
ly opened, has been hailed widely as a great advance 
in the country’s care of criminals. It is of less for- 
bidding atmosphere than the usual bastile type of 
prison, and has modern, commodious facilities, with 
ample provisions for activities along the lines of edu- 
cation and reform. Built at a cost of about $2,400, 
000, it will house 1200 prisoners, relieving thé crowd - 
ing at other Federal penitentiaries. 

Such a prison was greatly needed, yet we may in- 
dulge the hope that no more new Federal prisons will 
have to be built, save as growing population and re- 
quired replacements make them necessary. The valid- 
ity of such a hope is bound up in the imminence of 
prohibition repeal or reform. It is prohibition that 
has contributed most in the last few years to the rec 
ord of overcrowded prisons, riots, demoralization and 
the spread of education in crime. Recent figures show 
that more than one-third’ of all Federal prisoners are 
confined because of prohibition law violations, and 
the record of congested state prisons is a similer one. 

Of course, there will still be some liquor law vio-. 
lators. There were evaders of excise taxes before 
prohibition, and the practice will continue, for evad- 
ers are found in every revenue field. But the vast 
crew of violators credted when the liquor traffic 
was outlawed and went underground no longer will 
be with us. The prospect of relieving the prison prob- 
lem is important in viewing the benefits that will 
come with repeal.

Until 18 months ago, to be exact, until 
July 6, 1931, when the Hoover moratorium

ments. They even had different names. 


One was called reparations and the other

E ASSUME that in any representations:

£33,000,000 sterling, rising in 1932-33 to

owing to the fall in the pound. Moreover, 
as prices have also fallen heavily in the 
meantime, this £56,000,000 is equal in terms 
of goods to nearl 0,000,000 in the cur- 
rency of 1923. 


Even more striking is the extent to which] 


the shrinkage of trade, in which the Ame 
can tariff has undoubtedly played an im- 
portant role, has made it more difficult 
pay in goods. Consider these figures: The 
first annuity which we paid to America in 
1923 was £33,000,000 sterling; in that year 
we exported to the United States £61,000,-

year is £56,000,000; our exports in 
were, £17,000,000, and in 1982 will be less:

SAYS MINNESOTA FIND 
BARES IGE AGE MURDER 


Professor Thinks Skeleton Is 
That of Girl of About 
20, 000 Years Ago. 


By the Associated Press 


In the opinion of Prot. Albert E. 
Jenks of the University of Minne- 
sota, the skeleton found in Ottertail 
County, Minnesota, about two years 
ago, is that of a prehisteric 17 
year-old girl slain violently 20,000 
years ago. 

The National Academy of Sciences 
yesterday heard Prof. Jenks and | 
his evidence. 

The skeleton, when found, lay on 
the bottom of what Prof. Frank 
Leverett, University of Michigan 
geological authority, told the Acad- 
emy was a glacial lake 20,000 years 
ago, now dried up, and in the inter- 
vening years covered with about 11 
feet of soil. Road builders turned 
up the ukeleton about at the bot- 
tom of this 11 feet. 

Study of the formation of joints, 
Prof. Jenks sald, indicated that the 
bones were those of a girl of about 
17, her head features were Mon- 
golian, with an especially apish 
shape of the nose bones. Unusual- 
ly fine preservation by the tightly 
packed clay that held her so long, 
made the skull markings easy to 
interpret. On the back of the skull 
Prof. Jenks showed pictures of two 
grooves which he said were unlike 
anything he had been able to find 
in other human fossils. 

The skeleton lay on -its side. 

Nearby was an antler dagger its 
point broken; also a graceful shell 
pendant, made apparently to sus- 
pend about the neck. 
Bits of small shells were strewn 
in positions indicating that they 
came from a shell band made to 
clasp the hair or encircle the head. 
Other shells seemed to have come 
from a small apron. ~ 

The lower border of the right 
shoulder blade,” said Prof. Jenks, 
“was cut through by a hole. By

“It seemed to have been made 
by an arrow or a spear, which 
struck her in front, passing 
through the lung and quite possi- 
bly piercing the heart. 

The skeleton lay about a half or 
three-quarters of a mile out from 
the shore of the lake. There was 
nothing to indicate how this person 
came to be out in the water. She 
may have been on a raft, or in a 
canoe, and may have fallen into 
the water when struck. The skele- 
ton was not doubled up, the leg 
bones being flexed a little forward 
from the hips and a little backward 
from the knees. 

It has been suggested also that 
death may have overtaken this per- 
son on the ice during winter.” 

If Prof. Jenks’ theory hold, then 
the skeleton affords proof of a 
long-controverted point—that man 
inhabited North America when the 
great glaciers were receding and 
melting away.

Anticipating objections in the 
United States Senate, the Canadian 
Senate purposely has delayed rati- 
fication, although it is said Prime 
Minister Bennett’s approval of the 
treaty virtually assures its adop- 
tion by the Dominion Government. 
The only open hostility among the 
provinces has come from Premier 
Taschereau of Quebec, who says he 
will fight joint water power de- 
velopment of the St. Lawrence 


River. 


Power Question Storm Center. 

It is this same power question 
on which Democratic opposition, 
if there is any, is expected to cen- 
ter.

These figures were ed 
yesterday as the result of a grocery 
survey in the St. Louis district, con- 
ducted by the Associated Cooperage 
Industries of America, which is in 
convention at Hotel Jefferson. The 
survey, directed by J. W. Bristow, 
was designed to ascertain the reac 
tions of grocers in regard to bulk 
buying and selling. 

Bristow said the survey showed 
that the same amount of package 
food purchased retail for a dollar 


| gets beyond the first can be bought in equal quality in 


bulk for 63 cents. “The average 
American family,” he said, “spends 


3378 annually for foodstuffs, ac- 


cording to the Census Bureau. As- 
suming that one-fourth of this to- 
tal is for packdged goods, we have 
$94.50. Since packaging costs repre- 
sent 41.2 per cent of the cost of 
package goods, the American fam- 
ily is spending $39.92 yearly for 
cartons and the like. 

“The American. people as a 
whole are spending more than a 
billion dollars of ‘their grocery 
money for things that help to fat- 
ten only the garbage dump.” 

The trade promotion committee 
of the association plans an inten- 
sive “buy-in-bulk” campaign to in- 
duce housewives to make food pur- 
chases from barrels and kegs. Such

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LIKELY 10 PLAY | 
PART IN NAMING 


OF BOTH TEAMS) |

With the big Thanksgiving day 
game just a week away, Head 
Coaches Walsh at St. Louis and 
Conzelman at Washington are de- 
voting every minute the weather 
makes possible to perfecting their 
plays and players for the forthcom- 
ing contest. Plans of both have, 
had to be modified by the coming 
of snow but sudden changes of 
plans are among the crosses head 
coaches have to bear and so, snow 
or no snow, the work goes on. The 
chief aim of both coaches is the 
choosing of the -best combination 
for the annual struggle. 

Right now, it is hardly likely that 
efther chief ‘could tell his starting 
lineup—even if he wanted to, which 
he doesn’t. Naturally, the wéather 
on the day of the game will have 
something to do with the person- 
nel of the two teams and so, if 
there’s one thing certain about the 
Thanksgiving day lineups, it is that 
they are uncertain. 

Followers of the two universities, 
however, can be certain of one 
thing, and that is that the game 
will be a real battle. Washington 
always is at its best in the game 
with St. Louis. The Bears, when 
they meet the Billikens, are alert 
and, when necessary, play “above 
their heads” to win. The record 
of past games includes several in 
which Washington, figured to lose, 
upset both the “dope” and the Bil- 
likens. 

First Meeting in 1900. 

This Thanksgiving day will see 
the teams in their seventeenth 
meeting. The series started in 1900 
but was several times interrupted. 
There was a lapse of six years after. 
1921 but, since resuming in 1927, 
the Bears have won three games, 
tied one and lost one, the lone de- 
feat being the 34-0 victory of the 
Billikens last year. 

From 1928 on and until 1931, 
play was close in every contest. 
Washington, * 1927 game, won 
easily, 21 to 0, working some tricky 
lateral passes right at the start of 


the game for two touchdowns 


which appeared to demoralize their 
opponents, 

In 1928 the Billikens were, if 
memory serves, pre-game favorites. 
But, Dirnberger, the St. Louis cap- 
tain, made a costly fumble in his 


own territory and the ball hopped 


from his arms into those of Ted 
Whittler, the Washington fullback. 
Ted, now a rather portly gentle- 
man interested in St. Louis County 
politics, ran for a touchdown and 
the final score was Washington 6, 
St. Louis 0. 

Game Played on Icy Gridiron. 

The 1929 game was played on 
an icy gridiron at Francis Field. 
Again, the Billikens were the fa- 
vorites. But, as usual, the Bears 
were watchful for the break, and 


it came when Lintzenich, Billiken 


captain and punter, stood too close 
to his line on an attempted kick. 
Washington blocked the kick and, 
a bit later, Saussele plunged over 
for the only touchdown of the 
game. : 
Saussele was very prominent also 
in the 1930 game at Walsh Sta- 
dium. St. Louis had scored. 


Washington had the ball in the 


second quarter. They were going 
nowhere through the St. Louis line 
and decided on a passing attack. 


Saussele fell back for a pass or a 


kick Or a run—no one ever could 
predict just what Saussele would 
do. The original play, as called in 
the huddle, was a pass, Saussele to 
Coover, Washington right end. 
Saussele stalled around with the 
balli—the Billikens’ big mistake was 
that they let him do it—and, sud- 
denly passed, not to Coover, but to 
Burt Friedman on the opposite 
flank. Friedman caught the pass 
and romped over the line. The 
game ended in a 7-7 tie. 
1931 Victory One-Sided. 

Last year, victory was conceded 
the Billikens before the game and, 
this time, they came through, scor- 
ing six touchdowns and winning as 
they pleased, 34 to 0. It was their 
first victory over Washington since 
1917. 

“On paper,” the Billikens should 
be generally favored this year. 
But, as Al Smith would say, Let's 
look at the record” and it will show 
that, in this series, the dope“ 
means what most football dope“ 
means—exactly nothing. 

Both the Bears and the Billikens 
should be in the best of physical 
shape. Injured players on both 
varsity squads are improving so 


that each coach will have the use 


of his full strength. 
As is always the case, it'll dee a 
**ball-game.”

Oyster Cocktail.

Place small glasses containing the

This will take 
about two and a half hours. 
Spiced Currant Jelly Sauce. 

Melt one glass of currant jelly. 
Add one tablespoon of dry mus- 
tard and one teaspoon of Worces- 
tershire sauce. Beat thoroughly 
and serve hot. 

Apples Brochette. 

Peel apples and scoop out balls 
with a round vegetable cutter, al- 
lowing four or. five balls for each 
person. Make a syrup, using one 
and a half cups of water, three- 
fourtlis of a cup of sugar, one- 
fourth cup of red-hot candy, a dash 
of ground cloves and one table 
spoon of vinegar. Cook until sugar 
and red-hots are dissolved. Drop 
the apple balls into the syrup and 
cook about 10 minutes, or until the 
apples are tender. Set aside to cool 
and leave in syrup until ready to 
use. From your butcher get small 
wooden skewers, or use strong 
toothpicks, and on each skewer 
place about four apple balls. Use 
as a garnish for meat platter, 

Broccoli With Hollandaise Sauce. 

Wash about three pounds of 
broccoli and lay in cold, salted wa- 
ter for an hour. Stand the broccoli 
flowers up in the kettle. Put in 
enough boiling water to fill about 
three inches of the bottom of the 
kettle. Cover and steam for three- 
quarters of an hour. Drain and 
cover with Hollandaise sauce. 

Hollandaise Sauce. 

Melt together two tablespoons of 
butter and one tablespoon of flour. 
Add three-quarters of a cup of 
boiling water. Cook as for a cream 
sauce, Remove from the fire, add 
the juice of two lemons, the yolks 
of two eggs, salt and paprika; then 
add the beaten whites ef two eggs. 
Set in a warm place. 


Coffee Ginger Ice Cream. 

Scald slowly for 30 .minutes 
three-quarters of a cup of steel-cut 
coffee in one cup of milk. Waile 
the coffee is heating, caramelize 
one-half. cup of sugar to a. light 
brown. Add slowly to the scalded 
milk and coffee. Stir until dis. 
solved, then add two cups of cream. 
Strain this mixture through an old 
napkin. Beat the yolks of four 
eggs with one-half cup of sugar 
and pour the strained mixture over 
this. Cook in a double boiler until 
slightly thickened. Remove from 
fire and beat until cool. Add two 
heaping tablespoons of minced pre- 
served ginger and two re cups 
of heavy cream. Freeze. Caramel- 
ize one-half cup of sugar and cool 
on a buttered plate. When cold, 
roll fairly fine and sprinkle over 
ice cream. 


Scotch Cake. 


Cream well one cup of butter 
with two cups of light brown 
sugar. Add the well-beaten yolks 
of six eggs. To this mixture add 
one-half cup of molasses. and one- 
half cup of whisky substitute, to 
which a little grated orange peel 
is added. Chop fine four cups of 
raisins which have been previously 
scalded and dried between towels, 
and two cups of pecans. Sift two 
cups of flour with two heaping tea- 
speons of baking powder and sift 
over fruit. Mix all ingredients and 
finally add the stiffly beaten whites 
of six eggs. Bake in a large angel 
cake pan which has been greased 
and dredged with flour, and bake 
in a slow oven for three hours. If 
two loaf pans are used, bake about 
two hours. This makes a large 
ress but it keeps fresh for a long 
time.

He was probably 
counting on losing a spade, since 
I had not shown spade support at 
that point. 

If my partner bid four in any 
other suit, over my two no trump 
response, I would bid four spades 
with either of the above hands, ex- 
pecting to close the bidding. But 
with two aces in my hand, or the 
king of spades and one ace, I 
would bid five spades to accept the 
slam invitation, on the reasoning 
just explained. These bidding in- 
ferences are so logical, so easential- 
ly sound, that I know you will find 
them easy to handle if you study

When Opener Has a Two Suiter. 


If the bidding goes—one heart 
by your partner, two hearts by 
you, two spades by the opener—be 
careful about the inference you 
give him by your next response. A 
bid of only three hearts by you now 
would be a weak, safety sign-off 
bid, showing pfeference for hearts 
and no other resource, 
would pass this unless very strong. 
Therefore if you wish to play for 
game in hearts, you must bid four 
hearts at this point. You must al- 
low your partner leeway to bid a 
very weak secondary suit when you 
have supported the first suit, as 
the safety of the hand is now as- 
sured in the first suit, to which 
either of you can and should re-.

If over the two- 
spade bid by your partner as given 
above you were to bid three spades, 


[this would be the strongest kind of 


game invitation, showing spade 
support as well as heart support, 
four of each, but allowing your 
partner latitude for a very weak 
spade holding, leaving it to him 
whether .to bid three no trumps, 
four hearts or four spades. Your 
Spades may be, for him, the key to 
a safe three no trump contract; al- 
low him the selection; do not jump 
beyond the three range te ‘four 
hearts or spades unless you’ méan 
to consign the hand to four hearts 
and can stand no other game con- 
tract. Four spades by you would 
be a mild slam try, showing not 
more than one expected loser in 
the other two sujts. The three- 
spade response would be a virtual 
command partner not to pass. 


It definitely shows a four-card 


spade support. With five hearts 
and feur nearly solid spades, the 
opener may prefer the spades for 
trumps, as then the heart suit wil] 
give him the discard of a lose in 
dummy.
